TUESDAY WAS THE U ST DAY 


Governor is Pleased by 
Passage of 
Insurance of Deposits 
Bill. 


Austin: 
Singing “When the Roll 
1b Called Up Yonder, I’ll be There,” 
the Thirty-First Legislature at 10:30 
o’clock Tuesday night adjourned sine 
die its second called session. 
And it was not called back. 
Gov. Campbell says there will be no 
further sessions of the Legislature “at 
present” 
While he sent no message 
to the legislature upon the eve of its 
departure, he did not hesitate to say 
that he was very well pleased, es­ 
pecially with the most notable act of 
the Legislature, the passing of the 
guaranty of deposits bill, over which 
one of the most memorable fights in 
the annals of legislation has raged for 
four long months. 
The bill reached the Governor at 
9:40 o’clock Tuesday night. 
He in­ 
spected 
the 
certificates 
upon 
it, 
smiled with satisfaction and told his 
private secretary, Gus Barton, to lock 
it up in the safe. 
Ordinary bills he 
placed in his desk. 
Twenty minutes 
later the general 
appropriation bill 
followed, and soon thereafter it was 
all over. 
The advocates of the guaranty leg­ 
islation are very well pleased over 
the result, notwithstanding the 
bill 
bears a Senate tag. 


Austin: 
A report that became cir­ 
culated Monday to the effect that sev­ 
eral members of the House intended 
leaving for their homes on night trains 
has deeply concerned Speaker Mar­ 
shall. 
So deeply rooted are his fears 
that he got into communication with 
Sergeant-at-Arms

night in an effort through Mr. New­ 
man and his 
assistants 
to 
watch 
trains for the purpose of persuading

day. 


At 5:20 o’clock Monday afternoon the 
conference committee, to which the 
guaranty of deposits bill was referred, 
reached an agreement, and it is be­ 
lieved that both houses will adopt the 
report Tuesday, at which time it will 
be presented. 
Many changes were made inthe hill, 
most of them of a correctory nature, 
and a few of them rather material. 
The change for which the House 
conferees made the hardest fight was 
for an amendment accepting the sec­ 
tion of the House bill regulating the 
capital stock required of banks on the 
basis of the population of the towns 
or cities wherein the same are located, 
being substantially the same as the 
provisions of the National 
banking 
law upon the same subject. The Sen­ 
ate conferees refused to yield on this 
item, but they did accept the provi­ 
sions of the House bill regulating the 
capital stock of banks upon the basis 
of deposits held by them, and at the 
last they accepted a further provision 
declaring that if any State bank shall 
take over another bank, it shall ad­ 
just its Capital so as to provide capital 
for the new deposits according to the 
provision last above quoted. 


out having finished with the depart­ 
ments, State Treasurer Sam 
Sparks 
having been the last to be called before 
the committee. 
It is understood that 
the force In the Treasurer’s Depart­ 
ment will be reduced, because of the 
passage of the bill providing for a 
new system of accounting as to school 
lands and school notes.

They 
differ from the Senate hill chiefly in 
that they provide for larger assess­ 
ments, for a maximum fund equal to 5 
per cent of the deposits, instead of an 
arbitrary sum ($2,000,000) and in that 
they permit the banks assessed to re­ 
tain three-fourths of the assessment 
until needed to pay losses. 
The House conference also wanted 
inserted in the bill the provisions regu­ 
lating the 
capitalization 
of 
State 
hanks, which, in short, is to place 
them on the same plane as National 
banks in that regard. 
This is in re­ 
sponse to suggestions made by the 
National bankers early in the con* 
sideration of this proposition.

Stations in Rockies. 


'A DAY LABORER RULES PARIS 


EmH

Trade Union, Has the City 
at His Mercy. 


W ill 
Give 
Farmers Flood Warnings 
and Estimate W ater Supply for 
Irrigation-—Statistics W ill 
Be Valuable. 


Denver.—T hat Uncle Sam is not 
disposed to overlook any point when 
it comes to aiding the developers of 
the country i3 evidenced in the estab­ 
lishm ent of snow gauging stations at 
many points in the Rocky mountains, 
under the direction of officials of the 
U nited States w eather bureau. 
The 
am ount of snow that falls in 
the 
Rocky 
m ountains 
determ ines 
the 
am ount of w ater in many of the prin­ 
cipal rivers of the country, and hence 
has a bearing on the floods that dev­ 
astate the middle west in some spring 
seasons. 
The snowfall in the moun­ 
tains has much to do with determining 
the success or failure of the vast Ir­ 
rigation enterprises that have sprung 
up in the west. The m ountains act as 
vast reservoirs. W hen the snowbanks 
are piled high in these natural reser­ 
voirs the farm er who depends on ir­ 
rigation knows that there is no danger 
of shortage of w ater in the coming 
summer. But if the main range shows 
few snow capped peaks and the gul­ 
lies contain few white drifts then the 
farm er realizes that he m ust husband 
every drop of water. 
It is for keeping accurate and de­ 
pendable records of snowfall that the 
governm ent is establishing these snow 
gauging stations throughout the Rocky 
m ountains. Statistics will be kept and 
comparisons will be made each year, 
so the people in the Mississippi val-

ley will know whether the flood dan­ 
ger Is at maximum or minimum and 
the western rancher will not have to 
guess at the amount of water that will 
be available for irrigation purposes. 
Then, too, in the Rocky m ountains are 
springing up w ater power enterprises 
th at dwarf Niagara by comparison. 
Through the governm ent estim ates of 
the snowfall the promoters of these 
enterprises will be able to figure ap­ 
proximately the amount of w ater pow­ 
er that will be available. 
F. H. Brandenburg, one of the vet­ 
erans of the w eather bureau service, 
who is in charge of the station at Den­ 
ver, has established most of the snow 
gauging stations in the mountains. He 
has spent the greater part of the win­ 
te r at the task. More than 30 stations 
have been erected by Mr. Brandenburg 
In Colorado alone. 
One of the new snow m easuring sta­ 
tions has been established at Steam ­ 
boat Springs, in Routt county, where 
accurate estim ates of the snowfall on 
the western side of the G reat Divide 
v/111 be made. 
A few weeks ago the 
telephone 
line 
out 
of 
Steamboat 
Springs would not work. 
Linemen 
w ere sent out on snowshoes and with 
provisions 
drawn 
on 
sledges. 
Tile 
linemen returned, stating that they 
found the tops of the telephone poles 
40 feet below the surface of the snow 
In many places. A tem porary line was 
fixed by stringing wire from the tops 
of the tallest trees. 
Jackson’s Hole, 
immediately south of Yellowstone Na­ 
tional park, has had an unprecedented 
fall of snow this winter. So deep have 
been the drifts in the m ountains that 
the elk, of which there are thousands 
in this big game paradise, were driv­ 
en to the valleys below. 
Finally the 
state had to appropriate $10,000 to 
feed these elk. 
W hen the governm ent has 
estab­ 
lished snow m easuring stations along 
the entire crest of the continent, from 
the Canada line to the Rio Grande, 
the results should prove most interest­ 
ing as well as valuable. 
The nation 
will be able to determ ine Just 
how 
great a resource it has in its snow­ 
fall each year, or how great a men­ 
ace is threatening the farm ers in low­ 
er altitudes, where floods are common. 
The flood m enace will be 
checked 
gradually as reservoirs are construct­ 
ed to catch the run-off from the Rocky 
m ountain snows each season, but then 
the snow gauging statistics will be val­ 
uable, showing, as they 
will, how 
much will be added to the reservoirs 
through the w inter’s snowfall.

sion. If your answer satisfies him you 
are ushered into another room; not, as 
you expect, to m eet the great man, 
but to be challenged by 
another at­ 
tendant. 
Again 
you 
are 
severely 
questioned, and if the object of your 
visit meets with this second 
attend­ 
ant’s approval, you are shown into a 
little office which opens into the pri­ 
vate room of the director. 
Pataud jumped into prominence in 
1907 when he startled Paris by plun­ 
ging the gaily lighted city into utter 
darkness. 
The pride 
of 
Paris—her 
boulevards—took on 
the appearance 
of country streets and their grandeur 
and 
magnificence were 
made 
gro­ 
tesque by hastily 
devised means of 
lighting. 
After a short experience of 
this 
inconvenience 
the 
authorities 
yielded to Pataud a demands. 
In June last he made 
another 
at­ 
tem pt, but the previous 
lesson 
was 
still fresh in the minds of the authori­ 
ties and they quickly acceded to 
his 
demands. By this time, however, many 
hotels, clubs, shops and newspaper of­ 
fices, realizing their inability to cope 
with a man 
who, by 
a 
word, could 
plunge the entire city 
in 
darkness, 
planned to place 
them selves 
beyond 
his autocratic control. 
They provided 
them selves 
with 
electric 
lighting 
plants of their own, and 
rested con­ 
tent, believing that so far as they were 
concerned they were safe. 
Nonunion 
men were placed 
in 
charge of 
the 
plants and the proprietors were in a 
position to defy Pataud. 
Pataud was born in a 
small 
tbwn 
outside Paris 
in 1869. 
His 
parents 
were poor and his early life was full of 
privations. He had little or no school­ 
ing and was put to work 
while 
still 
young. His parents selected the trade 
of bricklaying for him, but he 
pre­ 
ferred electricity and entered an elec­ 
trical shop. While yet a boy he orgaii- 
ized the employes and as their spokes­ 
man secured better pay and 
shorter 
hours from their employer. 
News of 
his success spread rapidly among the 
workmen of Paris and five years ago 
he was made the ruler of the electri­ 
cian’s trade union.
